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NEW, YORK, March 20. 

LTHOUGH the dramatic critics 
A of the world have ever pa- 

tiently explained to the people 
uf the theater that a good book 
rarely turns into a good play, the 
passion to dramatize continues un- 
abated and will rule theatrical 
bosoms to the end of time. Most 
ef the eventful novels of the past 
year are even now standing on the 


back of the _ stove, simmering 
against the Fall. 
For instance, young Patrick 


Kearney (the author of the much 
applauded but meagerly attended 
prece called “A Man's Man’) is 
hard at work compressing the 
colossal structure of Dreiser’s mas- 
terpiece into the dinky dimensions 
of a play. This is the overpower- 
ing novel called “An American 
Tragedy” which Dreiser brewed 
from the Chester Gillette murder 
whrewith this State, at least, was 
shaken mightily a score of years 
ago. A towering book, I think, 
and fresh evidence of the excru- 
ciating unimportance of a _ fine 
literary style when compared with 
the rarer boon of having some- 
thing to say. 

Horace Liveright, Dreiser’s pub- 
lisher, has a not particularly secret 
impulse to be a theatrical producer 
instead and it took him no time 
at all to start Mr. Kearney to work 
on the dramatization. He had even 
speculated audibly on the chances 
of getting Glenn Hunter to play 
the weakling protagonist and June 
Walker to be the pretty, helpless, 
factory girl whom this boy drowns 
if an Adirondack Lake. The prep- 
arations had reached this bustling 
stage When some one thought to 
point out that after all, ‘An Amer- 
ican Tragedy’’ was Dreiser's and 
that it might’ be just as well to 
usk his permission.

Scantily-Clad Youths Race 
Through Streets to Bathe 
in Temple Fount.

TOKIO, March 20.—Youths clad 
in littke more than pleasant smilies 
are to be seen running through the 
streets of Tokio and other Japanese 
cities. They are a source of 
amusement to visiting foreigners. 

But there is a reason. They are 
apprentices and young workmen 
practicing the “mizugori,” or age- 
old water purification rites in Fudo 
temples to improve, through the 
grace of that particular god, their 
craftsmanship. 

Their costumes look like abbre- 
viated Ku Klux Kian robes, with- 
out the mask. They are only white 
cotton clotha, loosely thrown about 
cold-hardened bodies, and other 
smaller cloths wound around the 
head. Cotton cloth shoes are worn, 
i but legs are bare. 

As they run through the streets, 
usvally in groups, the youths carry 
Japanese lanterns and tinkling | 


they chant “‘Rokkon 
prayer in which they ask to be 
cleansed of the six roots of evil. 

Sometimes there are women 
among them. Years ago the ap- 
prentices wore nothing except loin 
cloths. The flimsy cotton garb 
worn now is not for warmth, but to 
comply with police regulations. 

These religious pilgrims start 
from their homes shortly after din- 
ner. They meet in appointed 
places and then begin their mara- 
thon to the nearest Fudo temple. 
As they run they keep their minds 
on their rites and they indulge in 
no boyish caprices. They chant 
unceasingly. 

When the runners reach the tem- 
ple they assemble at the wel] in 
nee temple compound. Here they 
cast aside their single cloths and 
pour cold water over themselves 
from the tops of their heads. Then 
they offer prayer to Fudo. Hot 
amasake, a sweet, nonalcoholic 
drink made from rice, is served to 
the pilgrims by the temple authori- 
ties and the homeward trip is be- 
gun, with the same chanting and 
tingling of bells. 

Even if their prayers are not an- 
swered, the followers of Fudo be- 
lieve, 
give them 


endurance, hardiness 
|and healthy circulation of the 
| blood. Wind, rain and snow do 
not interfere with the practicing of 
‘the rites and few of these devout 
_ believers suffer any illness from 
exposure.

| London Experimentors Find 
' Washed Animal Blood Will 
| Save Human Lives 


' 


‘Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
| LONDON, March 20.—Important 
‘experiments on -blood transfusion, 
made by Prof. Yourevitch and Mlle. 
| Teleguina of Prague, appear to 
j lead to the conclusion that special 
'human biood donors will no long- 
ler be required im cases where 
‘transfusion is necessary to save & 
patient’s life. The blood of a 
isheep or a cow might serve ithe 
| same pirpose, and special prepara- 
‘tions @' solution could be made in 
| advan@, and kept in bottles until 
required. 3 

It hes long been known that the 
most important point about blood 
in regard to transfusion is its 
specificity. That is to say, a rabbit 
‘can only be saved by the injection 
‘of the blood of another rabbit. If 
ithe blood of a different animal is 
‘injected into its tissues, it dies im- 
mediately. In the case of human 
| beings, biood has been dividei in- 
,to four groups. When an injection 
has to be made, the blood of the 
| patient has first to be tested toe gee 
' which group he belongs to. Only 
rare individuals of the fourth 
|group can give blood to any of the

New Line of Treatment. 

Prof. Youfrevitch and his woman 
colleague have opened up an en- 
tirely new line of treatment. They

After a period 
of serious prostration, it recovered.

only the red blood corpuscles of

pletely without any detrimental

| ) MAHA, Nebraska.— 
“Uncle Henry’ De- 
long, in his ninety- 
second year, faces 


what he declares is 
me the greatest adven- 
s ture of his long 
life. This aged 
youth, who trekked 
8 across lowa with 
Brigham Young 
when the Mormons 
were driven from their i{ll-starred Zion 
at Nauvoo, Illinois, who herded cattle 
where Omaha now stands, who was 
a ‘square gambler’ in the days wheh 
Council Bluffs was the northern gateway to 
the California goldfields, who stampeded to 
Colorado in the great gold excitement of 
Pike’s Peak, who became a convert, a 
preacher, a circuit rider, a well-digger, and 
for 50 years has spent his life as a mis- 
sionary among the homeless, Phe friehdless 
and the abused of Council Bluffs, today is 
planning a mission for old friendless men. 

At 91 he deeded his property away to his 
two sons, Harvey and Henry, keeping a life 
interest in his old homestead and the little 
store building adjoining, where for many 
year he has had a mission and an indus- 
trial school. The mission building is to be 
remodeled as a recreation hall for his com- 
panions in the home. Of the homestead at 
its side, Uncle Henry will make a dormitory 
for his aged companions. The venture is 
to be financed by Uncle Henry's income as 
“the marrying parson’’ of Council Bluffs, 
for the aged minister has married some- 
thing like 6000 couples in his years of 
service, which reached its high point—if a 
pun may be permitted—when Uncie Henry 
at the age of 91 flew in an aeroriane 25600 
feet up over the city of Omaha and in the 
air made Della Decker of Casper, Wyoming, 
and Fred Ellis Jr. of Omaha mah and wife. 

In Omaha and Counoll Bluffs it’s quite 
the thing to have this aged minister officiate 
at one’s marriage. Last year he married 1711 
couples and the fees contributed to him 
were $7075. Quite enough to keep his mis- 
sion going, for Uncle Henry himself lives 
on his pension of $560 a month, received as 
a soldier in the Civil War. 

Fascinating as is thia new ‘“‘adventure,”’ it 
does not compare in general interest to the 
life story of this man who has lived more 
stories than half a dozen fiction writers 
might invent, and who hopes to live for 
26 years more that he may make the most 
of life. 


ACK in Brighton, Pennsylvania; he was 

born in 1834. “Back in those days,’’ he 

says, ‘‘there was a great revival of re- 
ligion among the masses, in which the Bap- 
tists and Methodiste led. My father became 
a Baptist and my mother joined the latter 
church. Then the people revolted against 
religion, for the poor folk thought they 
were left out of Christian consideration by 
the rich when society began to adjust itself, 
and that they weren't wanted in the church. 
“I remember when a Mormon elder came 
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UNCLE HENRY DELONG, 91 years old, still ready and fit. 


to our little home preaching, ahd my mother 
was his first convert. Their prayer meetings 
were held in our home. And in 1844 the 
Mormon folk among us chartered a steam- 
boat on the Ohio River and father sold the 
little home he hadn't yet quite paid for to 
come out West and join the Prophet, Joseph 
Smith, in the Zion he had established at 
Nauvoo, I)linois. 

“We thought—I remember it clearly— 
that we were going right to heaven. The 
Prophet was erecting a wonderful limestone 
temple to the Lord, and Christ himself, so 
we were taught, was soon to come among 
us and reign on earth for 1000 years. 

“The Mormons were abolitionists, and 
prohibitionists, and politicians, too, ahd 
there were hangers-on, who sought to live 
off the country and were accused by the 
gentiles of stealing. This and the deep re- 
ligious prejudices then existing had caused 
the Mormons to be driven out of Missouri 
and now the trouble reached a crisis at Nau- 
voo and Prophet Smith and his brother Hy- 
rum were set upon by a mob and murdered 
while they were in jail at Carthage, Illinois. 
The hews came to us at Alton, while the 
steamboat was on its way up the Mississippi 
River, and I shall never forget the terror of 
our band, and the hushed, awed voices with 
which the tragedy was discussed. 


oo 9, Vs LANDED next day in Nau- 
voo. They took us to the Temple. 
My father, my mother and us six 
children There we saw the prophet and 
his brother lying in their coffins. 

“Father had landed in Nauvoo with 50 
cents. He was a cafpenter and they put 
him to work In the Tettiple. But for his 
pay he received only half-rations for his 
family. I was 10 years old and with my 
older brothers I went out to shoot black- 
birds. That ws all the meat we had. 

“That couldn't last. Father sort of lost 
his:faith. We moved out to a mill, 25 miles 
in the country, where he got work as mill- 
wright. We put upa log cabin. We planted 
grain. But the gentiles burned us out. We 
got an old cabin for shelter. People 
shunned us because we were Mormons. The 
gentiles hated all the saints. And where we 
lived it was low and swampy, and it wasn't 
long until all of us had fever and ague. 

“‘My older brothers had homes with other 
families. We struggled along somehow. 
Then my father died, and my younger sister. 
And neighbors came in and put them in 
rough boxes, and buried them out in the 
wilderness, for we were Mormons and 
would have contaminated their cemeteries. 
And one night my baby brother died in the 
arms of my mother, who was helpless in 
bed herself, with the six-weeks-old baby. 
I lifted the body to a table, for we were 
all alone, and the night dragged on, and 


when the dawn came my mother cried for.

of the Mormon Bishop, Adam Clark. 

“The murder of the Prophet and his 
brother had precipitated a crisis in the Mor- 
mon Chureh. Brigham Young seized the 
power. He had determined to leave the 
United States, for he was ordered out of 
Illinois, and he sought to establish himself 
in what then was Mexico—what is Califor- 
nia now. 

“So in March, 1846, Brigham led his fol- 
lowers westward—out into the wilderness of 
Iowa. We crossed the Mississipp! River at 
Keokuk, and struck westward, out across 
the prairie, with its wild grass high as a4 
boy’s head, and its timbered streams. All 
summer we traveled. 

“Ten thousand of us marched, that sum- 


mer, with ox-teams and cattle and sheep, 


but only 6000 of us lived through the jour- 
ney. I trudged behind Bishop Clark’s wagon, 
driving the sheep and cattle, shaking with 
ague and burning up with fever, with stone 
bruises on my bare feet. I had my dog 
‘Maje’ to help me herd the cattle. And 
there Was an orphan lamb that was my pet, 
and at night I would cuddle it to me as I 
slept on the bare ground under the wagon. 

“When we left Nauvoo there was a Mrs. 
Mechem, who came with us, but her hus- 
band wasn’t a Mormon, and stayed behind. 
Bishop Clark made her his ‘spiritual wife.’ 

‘‘As we pushed on over the wilderness of 
high grass and wild flowers, we halted upon 
orders of Brigham Young, and where we 
halted at the little groves we found, we 
planted gardens, that were to help feed the 
saints who came on later. At one of these 
stops I had the measles and the mumps, 
and the cold rains fell on me there under 
the wagon. But Mrs. Mechem helped to 
nurse me and I pulled through. Then the 
Bishop pushed on again, but his wife made 
him leave Mrs. Mechem behind. | 

“On we trudged, the long, snakelike 
train of wagons winding over the rolling 
prairies, on through the month of June 
while the grass turned from green to ripen- 
ing yellow, and on July 3, 1846, we halted 
at Council Bluffs, where already the Mor- 
mons had a little city of wagons and tents. 


“RB UT Towa while we were march- 


ing had entered the Union of 

the United States, and in the 
meantime, sitice we had left Illinois, America 
had begun its war with Mexico. 

“Now Brigham Young had a great plan, 
and he entered into a treaty with the army 
and was to furnish them 600 Mormon men 
who would fight im Mexico and be  dis- 
charged in Mexico—so that the Government 
would transport them out to where he 
wanted to go, and pay them a soldier's wage 
besides. 

“And I remember the thorning that they 
marched off, between 600 and 600 of them. 
Spare, bronzed men, used to the hardships 
of pioneering, and sharpshooters, every one. 

“And Brigham, himself, had a problem, 
for with Iowa in the Union, he had to get 
out. So he leased some land from the 
friendly Omaha Indians across the river, 
and built his winter quarters, with wide 
streets, and dug-outs, sod-houses and log 
houses, and a great stockade with sharpened 


palings surrounding the town on three sides 
and protected by a ditch, while the fourth 
was defended by the open river. Winter 
quarters later became Florence, Nebraska, 
and now is part of Omaha. 

‘“‘We crossed the river in flatboate the 
men had made and it took us all morning 
to cross. 


aol HAT winter! Right and left 
we died from exposure, hun- 
ger, starvation. At the back of 
his one-room log house Bishop Clark 
put the covered wagon he had brought 
from Illinois, and that was my only bed- 
room. Often I had to go to bed without 
my supper. And next morning started out 
with a yoke of oxen, & boy of 12, to go 
three miles for wood, which I had to cut 
myself. The ax was dull, and the weather 
cold. And once, on the way home I! was 
atupefied with cold, and would have died, I 
guess, if the oxen hadn’t known the way 
and brought me in ih safety. 

‘“**Maje,’ my dog, was my bed-fellow. The 
lamb that had been my pet when we crossed 
Iowa had grown too big for petting now. 
and was herself the mother of twin lambs, 
but they died the night they were born, and 
I drew the milk from the ewe's udder into 
a gourd, and I drank half and gave ‘Maje’ 


and for them there were doll doughnuts and 
parched corn and such other things as pio- 
neers had to make a festival. 

“‘No need,’ they said, ‘to hang up your 
stocking. There'd only be a hickory switch 
for you.’ 

‘“ ‘lf my mother was alive we'd see who 
got the licking,’ I answered. And Bishop 
Clark heard me. He started to whip me and 
I ran away. Gentiles had been coming into 
Council Bluffs. The Mormons were begin- 
ning to be afraid. The Bishop mounted 
his horse and caught me. Two other Mor- 
mons stopped him. ‘Don't touch that boy,’ 
they said. They had a church trial over 
the way he had treated me. A gentile of- 
fered me a home. The Mormons let me 
stay with him because of my promise to go 
out to Salt Lake with them next year. With 
this gentile, Jonathan Huston, I got my first 
chance to go to school. I went three months, 
promising to pay the schoolmaster when I 
could. I worked for my board. When I 
went out to work at first I brought in arti- 
chokes and other roots that we could eat. 
Mrs. Huston wanted to know why. When 
I told her, she eried. 

‘“*You don’t have to eat that kind of food 
with us,’ she said. 


a 2 IGHTEEN-FORTY-NINE! Califor- 
nia! Gold! Council Bluffs was 
a gateway to the El Dorado. 
Gentiles came and stayed. The  \little 
town grew and thrived. I didn’t want 
to go to Salt Lake City. I wanted to stay 
in Council Bluffs, and stay I did, for the 
Mormon power was broken. 

- “During the two years at Winter Quar- 
ters I had herded cattle all over where 
Omaha is. I had learned to break horses, 
too. And now, after a while, J left the 
Hustons, who were going to keep their word 
and give me back to the Mormons, and I 
got a job at $5 a month, breaking mustangs. 

“Council Bluffs was called ‘Millier’s Hol- 
ler’ then. A main street had sprung up 
and branched off like a ‘Y.’ Log cabins 
and other buildings were put up. There 
was the old ‘Pacific Hotel.” There was the 
‘Ocean Wave’ saloon. Pottawattomie braves 
and Omahas were in the streets, mingled 
with pioneers in homespun and deerskin 
garments, trailing through to California, 
and with them the outcasts that follow the 
track of immigration, the gamblers, the sa- 
loon men, the women of the streets. 

“Out into the very streets the gamblers 
moved, setting up their tables and inviting 
all strangers to play. And indoors, in the 
‘Ocean Wave,’ the bar was lined with peo- 
ple, stopping to rest and to drink before 
they pushed on west—taking their last look 
at civilization. 

“There were square gamblers and there 
were tin-horns. I watched them in the 
streets, fascinated. These men with a turn 
of a card made more money than I made 
in a month of hardest work on a mustang’s 
hurricane deck. One man in particular I 
watched. His name was Perkins.

“TI went to him, for I had decided to learn

“Spring came. We broke the sod and 
planted sod corn and potatoes where we 
turned the sod over.

Then, maybe it 
was finished by Friday evening, he'd find 
something else to do. So it went. I was 
16. Christmas came. I wanted to hang 
Up my stocking. His daughters hung theirs 
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““*My boy,’ said Perkins, ‘I've been at it 
40 years. You stay out of this business. 
Stay on your job.’ 

“But I've made up my mind,’ I’ said, 
‘that I'm going to learn the gambler’s game 
and I want to learn it square. 

‘“*You’ve got a horse,’ I told him, ‘and 
I'll take care of your horse if you'll teach 
me your business.’ 

‘Finally he agreed. ‘All there is to it,’ 
he said, ‘is never bet on the other fellow’s 
game. I'll make you a capper. Your busi- 
ness will be to study men. You hunt them 
up and bring them over here. 

‘“*Those men will want to drink. Buy 
them whisky. Buy them all they want. But 
never drink yourself.

Perhaps the most considerable build- 
ing efforts Stone-Age man ever made 
were the barrows in which great men 
were interred. Always there was a 
central chamber of big piled stones 
and then earth or mud brick. The 
great pyramids of Egypt—-those vast 
Kraceless bulks—are essentially huge 
barrows of stone Silbury Hill, in En- 
gland, is an earth pyramid. These ac. 
cumulations were oriented with great 
care; the Egyptian pyramids indicate 
considerable mechanical skill, as wel} 
as a stupendous mass effort; but one 
can scarcely speak of architecture in 
connection with these plies. 


HE architects of the Mego- 
potamian region and those of 
the Nile Valley began with 
very little knowledge of each other's 
activities and had little or no in- 
fluence upon each other. Their 
first forms were in each case deter- 
mined by the peculiarities of sun-dried 
mtd bricks and timber. 

The Sumerian, however, had little 
stone available; the Egyptian, on the 
other hand, had abundant and various 
stones close at hand, easily quarried 
and easily got to the Nile. Sun-dried 
bricks are compressible. They neceasi- 
tate a broadening-out of the walis at 
the base, and both the Sumerian-Baby- 
lonian and the Egyptian buildings have 
that sloping of the outer wall = that 
gives them their distinctive air of dig- 
nifled permanence.
